Subsequently the Kepublicans nomi- 
nated a man by the name of Heafer, 
and following that the Democrats nomi- 
nated a man by the name of Miller. 
Since the nominations were made it has 
been discovered that there is a large A. 
P. A. element in the city made up from 
both parties, and that the organization 
to a man is supporting Smith, the Inde- 
pendent candidate. ' This has caused 
consternation in certain quartejs, and 
the question has arisen among the anti- 
A. P. A. people whether their enemies 
can best be defeated by voting for the 
Democratic or the Republican nominee. 
They are now casting about to deter- 
mine which of the two has the largest 
following, with the view of supporting 
that man, be he Republican or Demo- 
crat. The situation is a peculiar one. 
At a meeting last night Owen Scott, late 
congressman from this district, made a 
violent speech against the A. P. A.'s, and 
advised all Democrats to vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket, but some are of the opinion 
that his advice will not be generally ac- 
cepted, but that, on the contrary, a large 
part of the Democratic vote will go to 
Heafer.

The Record of Two Men. 


Evidently the country is distinguished 


by the two men, the one presiding over 
the executive department and the other 
presiding over the state department— 
Grover Cleveland and W. Q. Gresham. 
After Grover Cleveland had retired from 
his first term as president and the im- 
pression had become somewhat wide- 
spread that he possessed great execu- 
tive ability, he was sought after by some 
corporations in New York that had some 
differences they did not much desire to 
take into court, as arbitr or umpire. 
He decided three such cases, and in each 
case one of the parties in tho contention 
was so much dissatisfied that the cases 
were appealed to the state courts, and in 
each of the three cases Grover's decision 
was reversed by the court for error in 
applying the law. 


This was a piotty clear recoid of 


errors for one man who had presided 
over the destinies of this great nation, 
and who, by the way, was reversed sev- 
eral times by the United States senate 
in matters pertaining to treaties with 
other powers, notably that with Canada, 
wherein Tupper, the Canadian represen- 
tative, proved too much for the sluggish 
brain of the president. 


This record, however, has been com- 


pletely surpassed by Walter Q. Gresham, 
whom Cleveland called into the cabinet 
as secretary of state. Mr. Gresham, 
while presiding in the Seventh Judicial 
district, as United States district judge, 
decided eight important cases that were 
carried to the United States supreme 
court. Last Monday the supreme court 
reversed, in two of the eight cases, the 
opinion of Judge Gresham. These were 
the last of the eight cases, the other sis 
having been previously reversed, by that 
court. 
This is a clean record for 


Gresham. He missed his guess in every 
one of the cases. This adds interest to 
the fact, that when a delegation asked 
President Harrison, on the grounds that 
it would be a good political move, to ap- 
point Gresham to the supreme court 
bench, he replied that he would be glad 
to make the appointment, but that 
Gresham was not qualified to fill so im 
portent a position. It seems that Har- 
rison knew his man and Cleveland 
didn't. 


But it is far from encouraging that 


men of this calibre are at the head of 
the affairs of this government where 
they, may, at any time, be called upon to

MARRIAGES. 


onBoii Why Sncb Are to He Besrat. 


teil. 


Though in this country early mar- 


riages are less frequent than in Europe, 
.because here the occupations of women 
iirc so numerous that nearly every 
jyonng woman can maintain herself re- 
tepectably by earning her own living, 
•while in Europe the'same class find 
matrimony almost the only avenue 
'through which they can escape from a 
dependent position at home. It is none 
ithe less important to know that mar- 
riages contracted before the parties 
|have reached 20 are to be regretted, 
fl'he reasons are that the offspring of 
women who are married before 18 in- 
herit the imperfect physical develop- 
ment of their mothers and do not reach 
mature life with strong constitutions. 
|Thc healthiest offspring are born to 
imothers between 30 and 
;iO who are 


united to husbands between 30 and 40, 
and it has been found in Europe, 
where early marriages are very com- 
mon, that the deaths of children from 
weak constitutions are twice as large 
.among the -children whose mothers 
were under 20 years of age as they 
Were among the children of mothers 
who were over 3D. The difference be- 
tween America and Europe in this mat- 
ter of early marriages is chiefly due to 
the way in which our girls are able to 
reach out to self-support after they 
:have attained a marriageable age. 


Dr. Cyrus Bdson, in the- current 


'North American, gives important sta- 
tistics to show that, .although in this 
Country the evil of early marriages is 
'not so great as it might be, the number 
;of brides under 20 who were married In 
•New York city in 1891 was2,889; In 1893 
!it was 5,959. The number of grooms 
;under 30 years of age in New York city 
for that year was 145. By far the great- 
est number of brtdes are reported to 
ihave been' 85 or 26 when they were 
(married, which is a healthy showing 
jfor an American city, and New York is 
Jprobably a fair evidence for the age of 
•brides in oilier large towns and cities. 
'In Hungary th« glrl« become women 
at the age of 18, and in that co-mtry 19 
per cent of the marriages show 
brides to be under ao years of

The Jury Asked to Discredit the State 


ments of the Man Who (or Ten 


Years Had Lived a Life 


of Duplicity. 


The Weaker Party to the Iiustlnl Iilatson 


Held Up aethe On* Sinned Against 


—Her Story Entitled to 


Full Cradeno*. 


April H.—J. M. Wil 


son began bis closing speech for the 
plaintiff upon the opening of court in 
the Pollard-Brecklnridge brcach-of 
promise case yesterday morning1. 


Bis speech, which was a masterpiece 


of logic and oratory, sometimes arose 
to the sublime: 


"I stand here for womanhood,"' Mr. 


Wilson said. 
This defendant pro- 


claimed from the stand that while af- 
fairs of this kind only injured a man 
they destroyed a woman. I am here 
to insist that the social law sliall be 
equally distributed; I stand here to 
protest against allowing this man to 
eater my parlor and your parlor, while 
the basement door and the gate in the 
back alley ;ire bolted against the v/o- 
mnn. 
I con.lemn him, and would con- 


demn him, if I could, so that the con- 
demnation 
would ring 
round the 


world." 


He took up Col. Thompson's remarka- 


ble speech and gave to each of the his- 
torical and biblical incidents referred 
to by that speaker a turn hostile to 
the 
defendant. 
Col. Thompson's 


enecr 
about 
female 
doctors 
was 


made 
the 
cue for a 
defense of 


the advancement of the higher educa- 
tion of women. Col. Thompson had 
told the jury that the plaintiff was a 
wanton woman, but, said Judge Wil- 
son, call her what you will, I will 
jshow you that whatever she is that 
defendant (and he pointed an accusing 
finger at Col. Ureckinridge) is responsi- 
ble for her condition. 


"What is the 
argument of Col. 


Thompson and Maj. Uutterworth? It 
is that this 17-year-old girl was not 
seduced by this 47-year-old man, but 
that she seduced him. That's their 
argument. If it were not so serious it 
wonld be ludicrous. How could that 
defendant sit there and allow the ut- 
terance of such sentiments if he were 
not a craven and a coward? lie says: 
•The woman did it.' That's his de- 
fense. It is the old &tor.y of the gar- 
den; that's what Adam said when 
brought before the King of Men. 'She 
did it,' and, gentlemen, Adam has not 
been in good grace from that time to 
this." 


Impressively Judge Wilson told of 


the scene in Maj. Moore's office, when 
the plaintiff and defendant clasped 
hands and, despite the fact that the 
defendant had been married thirteen or 
fourteen days before, he swore before 
high Heaven on the last day of that 
month he would make her his wife. 


"He should be by her side to-day," 


said JudgeWilson. "Instead of being her 
defamer, he ought to be her guar- 
dim and protector to-day. 
If that 


promise had been made in New York 
it would have been a binding contract, 
a marriage, and if he had made it 
while he was already married, it wonld 
have put him behind barred doors " 


The defense in this action was, said 


Judge Wilson, quoting Maj. Shelby, 
that the plaintiff's general character 
was bad. The atmosphere about her 


. was bad, they said, and this bright, 
--'•Scintillating, q-littering, effervescing 


defendant couldn't afford to marry a 
woman like that. 


In that beautiful blue grass region, 


where some of the bravest, best and 
noblest men and women came from, 
nobody in that region could say that 
the general Character of the plaintiff 
had been found bad; and in thatschool, 
where she had been intimately as- 


• eociated with the best and purest, she 


had passed as being as good as any of 


/them. Wherever a man or woman 


lived—in the slums or elsewhere—he 
or she was judged by his or her asso- 
ciations, and there had been nothing to 
show that the associations of the plain- 
tiff were not of the best. The defense 
had attempted to show that she had had 
wrongful relations with other men, 
and had turned their calcium light into 


V-9U the highways and liyw.iys of her 


life, from the time she was an infant 
•until now. They had tried to prove 
her guilty of immorality with Rodes, 
but, said Judge Wilson, "these imputa- 
tions against Rodes are as valueless as 
the sighing of the south wind."

At the beginning of the afternoon

"there has been no hesitation what- 
«ver to use perjury to tarnish the rep-

Judge Wilson held up to scorn the

Boath of May, Jane and July of that j 
year," said Judge Wilson, "the defense i

more worthy of reprobation than th 
putting before a jury every perjurer 
statement that could be hunted up in 
the back alleys and slop barrels o 
Lexington to blacken the character o 
this unfortunate girl. 


There wag quite a tiff between Judge 


Wilson and the opposing counsel on 
the subject of depositions. Thursday 
Maj. 
Butterworth threw the ganntle 


down, asking Mr. Wilson: "Will you 
answer me why yon failed to take de 
positions to offset onr testimony takei 
in Lexington?" Judge Wilson repliet 
that he would take up that challenge 
His answer was that when the plain 
tiff had tried to take depositions she 
could not get a notary or a commis 
sioner to authenticate them.

field, the lung specialist, in consulta 
tion. Both doctors remained at Mr 
Field's bedside all day. At 0 o'clock 
Thursday night Dr. Delafield wen 
home, as he considered Mr. Field to be 
in no immediate danger. 
Dr. Burt 


however, remained by the patient's 
bedside. 


Mr. Field slept quietly all the even 


ing-, and at 3 o'clock yesterday morn 
ing he died without awakening.

was absolutely painless 
He was 


too old to make any fight againsi 
the disease. Both of Mr. Field's broth 
ers and his daughter-in-law were near 
aim when the end came.

The Funeral of Mrs. Sarah CHore 


Largely Attended—Sermon 


by Rev. A. P. Cobb. 


The obsequies attending the burial of 


Mca. Sarah Glore, relict of Mil burn 
Glore, were held this afternoon at the 
family home, 643 West Prairie street, in 
the presence of a large number of friends, 
many elderly people being present. All 
of the children of the deceased wore 
present, except Alonzo, who is ill at his 
home in St. Louis.

Floral 
offerings of beauty and fragrance nearly 
obscured the rich casket in which rested 
the remains of the good woman who 
lived to bless her children and friends 
for nearly 84 years. Appropriate singing 
for the occasion was furnished by the 
Arion Quaitet-C. W. Montgomery, R. 
W. Chilson, F. E. Bunn and C. N. 
Brown. 


The Rev. A. P. Cobb, pastor of tho 


Christian church nt Springfield, had 
services which were quite impressive 
throughout. The central thought was, 
"The Hope of Immortality," and the 
text I. Peter i:3-5. He said in part: 


Man has 
been called an embod- 


ied hereafter. His real life is in the 
future. Buckle, (himself an agnostic.) 
says that if the hope of immortality was 
taken from us, most of us would go mad. 
In its ultimate analysis this hope is the 
key to moral obligation, the explanation 
of the fidelity of the pilot on the burn- 
ing ship; of the physician in the yellow 
fever plague; of the patriot's balancing 
of country against home and love and 
life. 


It has been claimed by its friends and 


charged by its enemies, that Christianity 
originated this hope. Both friends and 
foes are mistaken. The hope of immor- 
tality existed long before Christ's advent. 
The Hades of the Greeks, the Sheol of 
the Hebrews and the Amentbes of tho 
Egyptians,'point to this ancient belief in 
thpsoul'a existence after death. 
The 


Winnebagoes believed tho Milky Way to 
be the soul's pathway to the spirit-land. 
The Gauls in Caesar's time lent money in 
this world on bills payable in tho next. 
"Bury me on my shield," said Leonidas 
at Themopylae, "for I would enter even 
Hades as a Lacedemiouian." Plato says 
in the Timaens: "We ought always to be- 
lieve those ancient and sacred words 
which declare the soul to be immortal." 
The "Book of the Dead," the oldest ex- 
tant Egyptian literature, represents the 
departed soul as saying: "I have made to 
the Gods the offerings that were their 
due. 
I have given food to the hungry, 


drink to the thirsty and clothes to the 
naked." What Christ has done is set 
•forth in our text. He has given us a 
"living hope." That, which to Cato was, 
(as Addispn terms it,) an "intimation,''
